MOSCOW UFI—-A 1,418- 
pound Soviet “space sta­ 
tion” hurled toward a mid-

planet Venus today after a

The space traveler carry­ 
ing a banner emblazoned 
with the Soviet coat of 
arms should reach the area 
Of Venus when earth’s sis­ 
ter planet will be about 26 
million miles away, the So­ 
viets said. 
The latest Soviet space shot— 
second in eight days—was aimed 
at investigating conditions on and 
around the planet, whose perpet­ 
ual mantle of clouds has made 
it a mystery to scientists. 
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The aim is either to hit Venus 
or to have the ship pass closely 
enough 
to send back detailed 
studies, Victor Razykin, director 
of the Moscow Planetarium, told 
reporters today. He said it was 
far from certain the ship will hit 
the mysterious planet. 
The space ship has a radio 
transmitter believed capable of 
sending messages across millions 
of miles of space, but Razykin 
said it has not been announced 
whether the vehicle carries equip­ 
ment to relay photographs back 
to Earth. He declined to specu­ 
late on this. 


VENUS BOUND— Russia launched into orbit a new

UN Warning

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo (A1) 
—The United Nations has urged 
President Moise Tshombe to call 
off his military drive into north 
Katanga and warned that re­ 
sponsibility for any brush with 
the U. N. force “will be entirely 
his,” a U. N. spokesman said to­ 
day. 
The warning was delivered in a 
note from Rajeshwar Dayal, In­ 
dian head of the U. N. Congo 
mission, transmitted to Katarga 
Sunday. 
Parts of the note were released 
here. 
Only small U. N. detachments 
have been in the area so far.

WASHINGTON UP)— A back stage dispute brewing 
between Indiana and Illinois Democrats over an import­ 
ant Federal Appeals Court vacancy may be eased if a 
new administration proposal clears Congress. 
But if President Kennedy’s request for a seventh 
judgeship for the 7th Judicial Circuit doesn’t get by 
Capitol Hill, the White House will have to settle the 
expected Illinois-Indiana row. 
At issue is an argument over 
which state should fill the vacan­ 
cy created by the drowning more 
than a year ago of Judge W. Lynn 
Parkinson. 
Parkinson was “an Indiana ap­ 
pointee,” Indianans argue, and 
should be replaced by an Indiana 
judge. 
Illinois Democrats are saying 
just as firmly that niinois is en­ 
titled to the vacancy on grounds 
that the state provides the great 
bulk of the court’s case load. 
The court serves niinois, In­ 
diana and Wisconsin. Before Par­ 
kinson ’s death Indiana had two 
appointees, Illinois three and Wis­ 
consin one. Hlinois Democrats ar­ 
gue, as Republicans did during 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration, 
that the proper balance should be 
four for niinois and one each for 
Indiana and Wisconsin. 
Candidates for the Parkinson 
vacancy are numerous in both 
states. Possibilities ment i o n e d 
have included among other Dis­ 
trict Judge Luther Swygert and 
Gary attorney Henry Sackett in 
Indiana, Judge Roger Kiely of the 
Illinois Court of Appeals, Walter 
Cummings Jr., a Chicago lawyer, 
and Illinois district judges Julius 
Meyner and Julius Hoffman.

Report Beef Price Climb From 
Farm To Consumer Hits New Peak 


By OVID A. MARTIN 
WASHINGTON (ZP)— The Agri­ 
culture Department reported to­ 
day that the markup in prices u 
a pound of choice grade beef— 
from the farm where it was a live 
steer to the consumer market- 
basket—has reached a new high. 
The spread was one per cent 
higher in 1960 than in 1959. 
Farmers received an average of 60 
cents of the consumer’s dollar 
spent for choice grade beef in 
1960. 
This was two cents less 
than in 1959. In 1951, the farm 
share was 75 cents. 
The department said 
spreads 
for retail cuts of pork, on the 
other hand, decreased about 9 
per cent in 1960. 
The farm-retail price 
spreads 
for U. S. choice grade beef in­ 
creased from an annual average 
of 31.7 cents a 
pound, 
retail 
weight in 1959, to a new high of 
32 cents in 1960. During the 1949- 
60 period, spreads rose every year 
except in 1954, with an average 
annual increase of 1.2 cents per 
retail pound. 
In 1960, more of the increase 
was in the wholesale-retail seg­ 


ment of the food industry, rather 
than in the segment covering the 
marketing of beef cattle. 
The farm-retail price spreads 
for pork in 1960 averaged 27.1 
cents a pound compared with the 
record of 29.9 cents in 1959. 
In 1960, farmers received 52 
cents of the consumer’s dollar 
spent for pork products, or 4 
cents more than in 1959. 
During 1960, prices received by 
farmers for hogs increased, while 
the annual average retail price of 
pork decreased, resulting in a nar­ 
rowing of the farm-retail price 
spread, most of which was in the 
retail segment of the food in­ 
dustry. 


Report On Livestock Census 
WASHINGTON (ZP)— A govern­ 
ment survey is expected to show 
today that the buildup of cattle 
on the nation's farms and ranch­ 
es during the past three years has 
not been as large as previously es­ 
timated. 
A year ago, the Agriculture De­ 
partment put total numbers at a 
new high of 101,520,000 head. 
This indicated increases brought 


warnings from officials of over­ 
expansion with resulting disas 
trous effects on prices. 
But the 1960 census indicated 
that the department’s estimate 
was too high. 
Some cattlemen 
have said it was 
excessive 
by 
about 4 million head. 
A new livestock inventory re­ 
port—based on the census figures 
as well as information obtained 
by the department from it* own 
corps of crop reporters—was due 
today. It will cover hogs, sheep, 
horses and mules, chickens and 
turkeys, as well as cattle. 


Meat Imports Lower 
WASHINGTON (ZP)— The For­ 
eign Agricultural Service report­ 
ed today that U. S. imports of 
livestock and meat products in 
the first ll months of 1960 were 
well below those of a year earlier. 
Import* of all red meats were 
down 22 per cent. This included a 
27 per cent dip in beef and veal, 
18 per cent in mutton, and 2 per 
cent in pork. 
Imports of hides 
and skins went down 68 per cent. 
Heavier domestic slaughter and 
lower U. S. prices were major 
factors in these declined.

PARIS (AP)—France told the 
Soviet Union Sunday it could not 
accept some of the language Mos­ 
cow used in its note protesting 
the French buzzing of Soviet Pres­ 
ident Leonid Brezhnev’s plane off 
the Algerian coast. 
The French note addressed to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A 
Gromyko said France will let the 
Kremlin know the results of its 
investigation. But the note said 
“certain terms employed in the 
Soviet note’’ sent here Saturday 
are considered im admissable. 
French jet fighters intercepted 
the Soviet plane last Thursday 
while Brezhnev was en route to 
Morocco and Guinea. 
The French said one fighter 
fired warning shots to attract the 
plane’s attention after the four- 
jet airliner was found too far 
south of its scheduled course for 
Morocco and failed to identify it­ 
self. 
France expressed “sincere re­ 
grets’’ for the incident but insist­ 
ed its patrols looking for arms 
shipments to the Algerian rebels 
have the right to intercept any 
plane within an 80-mile “zone of 
responsibility” along the Algerian 
coast. 
The Soviets rejected the ex­ 
planation. They demanded again 
that the guilty fliers be punished, 
accused the French of trying to 
whitewash the incident and insist­ 
ed the whole affair was “nothing 
but an act of international ban­ 
ditry.” 
In London it was understood 
France resented the Soviet Union 
calling its fliers “bandits,” ob­ 
jected to a contention that direct 
shots and not warning shots were 
fired, and said the Soviets cried 
falsely of interception over inter­ 
na t.cnal waters for a plane the 
French say was off course.

a young man. 
Gov. Otto Kemer joined in two 
pilgrimages to the tomb, one con­ 
ducted by the American Legion 
and another by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. He said Lincoln is 
honored “not so much with monu­ 
ments and memorials but by quali­ 
ties whic’« caused his spirit to live 
on.” The legion delegation was 
headed by National Commander 
William R. Burke.

Leslie C. Ar ends headed a 
group of Republican leaders at 
wreath-laying ceremonies at the 
tomb. 


Girl Says She

The young de­ 
fendant claims the alleged conies 
sion was forced from him after 
many hours of threats and con­ 
tinuous questioning. 
Circuit Judge Leonard Hoffman, 
who is presiding over the trial, al­ 
ready has ruled that the repudiat­ 
ed confession would be given to 
the jury.

Way To Test 
The condition of America’s youth 
continues to be a subject for warm de­ 
bate. 
Many will argue that the phenom­ 
enon of delinquency is considerably ex­ 
aggerated, and that to the extent it 
does exist it is at least as much the fault 
of parents as of their children. 
Some say that we adults are badly 
underestimating the young generation, 
that its rebellion, where it exists, is in 
fact a protest against not being taken 
seriously enough. 
If there is any great substance to 
this contention, light could be thrown 
upon it by more exhaustive inquiry into 
the causes of unemployment among 
young workers. 
Rather astonishing it is to realize 
that of our current sizable total of un­ 
employed, three in every IO are less 
than 25 years of age. 
One might be tempted at first 
glance to take this in stride simply as 
evidence of the rising number of young 
job seekers. But the disturbing facts 
are that far too many in this age group 
are both uneducated and unskilled at 
a time when the economy’s demand is 
for just the reverse— for highly trained 
individuals. 
And all signs suggest that as the in­ 
creasing numbers of young people hit 
the labor market, their proportion 
among the total jobless may also rise. 
The only thing that can prevent this 
is a vast improvement in training and 
education of our maturing youth. 


Whose fault is it that they come 
now to the labor market so badly pre­ 
pared? Certainly this is one demonstra­ 
tion of the failure of our school sys­ 
tem to meet the demands of the day. 
But that is not all. 
Many American families do not set 
standards of hard work. They do not 
put the eyes of their children on the 
pursuit of excellence. This pursuit need 
not be in professional, business and 
other white collar tasks. There is dig­ 
nity, satisfaction and financial reward 
In the development of manual and me­ 
chanical skills in this highly technical 
age. 
Many trends in present day life 
work, of course, toward doing it the 
easy way. The acquisition of skills is 
not easy. Without parental urging and 
example 
countless 
youngsters 
just 
won’t make the effort. Even with it, 
some will not. 
But the family is always the unit 
of resistance against any sort of weak­ 
ening trends. It is the bulwark that 
must hold out. It is the keeper of tra­ 
dition, the preserver of strength in any 
society. 
Let American families once more 
set the achievement of excellence as 
their ruling star. Let them drive, not 
merely urge, their youngsters to toil in 
its pursuit, in all walks. Then we shall 
indeed see whether we are underesti­ 
mating American youngsters and if 
they are better than some of their 
elders say. 
History Repeats 
A report to President Kennedy by 
Rep. Elmer J. Holland (D-Pa.) con­ 
tains some statistics that are pretty 
gloomy on the surface. Examples: Au­ 
tomation has eliminated 160,000 jobs 
in the auto industry, 50,000 in radio 
and TV manufacturing. Machines will 
take over four million clerical jobs in 


the next five years. 
In the long run, however, machines 
and automation will provide a better 
life for more people as they have in 
the past, despite immediate displace­ 
ments. The world has learned that 
much since English workmen rioted 
and destroyed the first textile ma­ 
chines in the 18th century. 


Our Liquid Population 


The United States is truly on the 
move. During the 50s the almost un­ 
believable proportion of about one out 
of five families moved each year. Cali­ 
fornia and Florida have been swamped 
by new residents. On the other hand, 
28 states and the District of Columbia 


lost population. This is a strange new 
period in history for the United States. 
In view of the fact that these migra­ 
tions cause giant headaches for both 
the areas which gain and the areas 
which lose, it is something which we 
will have difficulty in getting used to.

There’s a new kind of “dowry” that marriage-minded girls of 
today use as bait to get a young man to the altar. 
Today’s “dowry” isn’t a sum of money, or a piece of land, or a 
house promised by the bride’s father to the young man who is willing 
to take his daughter off his hands. 
Today’s dot Is promised by the bride-to-be herself—and it 
consists of her willingness and ability to get a job and go to work 
to help support the marriage. 
If a young man wants to finish college before he marries, the girl 
who doesn’t want to wait that long simply says: “I’ll quit school and 
go to work and let you finish.” And she promptly goes job hunting so 
that she can keep her bargain. 
If a young man has all the schooling he intends to get but isn’t 
earning enough to support himself and a wife, too, the girl simply 
says: “If I keep on working we will have enough to live on.’” So the 
marriage is planned on the basis of that promise. 
The girls who are so up-and-coming as to be willing to promise 
to bring a weekly pay check to the marriage as a modem form of the 
old-fashioned dowery certainly deserve an “E” for enterprise. 
They are getting their young men to the altar without any 
help from anybody. But whether or not they arc always wise In 
being so willing to provide their own dowries Is another question. 
In some cases the husbands they are getting are pretty immature.

Well, the hot temperatures can 
be found all right, but you have 
to search for them. The average 
resident regards the base as a 
m atter for a noncoanmital shrug. 
In the taverns the men talk of 
soccer 
football 
and 
complain 
about the steam er service across 
the Firth of Clyde. In shop door­ 
ways the houswives gossip over 
the weather and the price of food. 
The slow tempo of life in this 
picturesque part of the world goes 
on in the sam e old way. 
Only three miles long and a 
mile across, the Holy Loch is a 
calm little inlet from the River 
Clyde. 
Under present plans, the 18,000- 
ton U.S. submarine tender Pro­ 
teus, with a crew of about 900. 
is expected to moor in the middle 
of the Loch toward the end of 
February. It will be Joined later 
by a floating dock with a crew of 
about 115. 
Many Polaris rockets, capable 
of being fired from ocean depths, 
will be stored in the floating base 
ready to toad aboard submarines 
coming in for suppUee. 
Crews of the 545-million subs 
will come ashore here after their 
two-month 
patrols 
of 
subarctic 
waters. Both George Washington 
and Patrick Henry, the first Po­ 
laris submarines to use the base, 
will have alternate crews of IO 
officers and 90 enlisted men. 
British officials have been told 
that each submarine will slip into 
the loch for only a few hours to 
change crews before gliding back 
out into the ocean. The crew left 
behind will be flown to the United 
States for a short furlough and 
then return to pick up the sub­ 
marine again. 
One feature of the opposition to 
the base is that little of its springs 
from anti-Americanism.
